13,000,000 more for each battleship 
than it did last year and placed a 
limit of $11,500,000 for hull and 
machinery alone the

Seems to me, however, that the pres- 
ent situation is one which requires 
that the voter bury party prejudice 
and east his vote for the man whom 
his judgment 
designates as most 


suitable to serve the best interests 
of the people as a whole. 


"Therefore I purpose to vote for 


Mr Wilson. I 
have reached 
that 


conclusion because of his1 great ac- 
complishments. 
While in common 


with other critics I might find fault 
with some details of Mr. Wilson's 
policies and even with his methods 
in bringing about results, it seems, 
to me that the only fair way to judge 
a chief executive is by the measure 
of what 
he 
has 
actually accom- 


plished. For 
illustration 
consider 


the Mexican question, our relations 
with the European powers and even 
the much mooted 
railroad strike. 


Critics of the President have claimed 
defects in the manner in which Mr. 
Wilson has handled our diplomatic 
affairs both in relation to Mexico and 
rp Europe, but to me such 
fault- 


finding ** seems 
unwarranted 
and 


carping criticisms for certainly none 
can justly find fault with the results 
accomplished by Mr. Wilson, even 
though they may 
have 
preferred 


some other method of bringing about 
the same results. 


"Every 
right 
thinking 
citizen 


surely wanted peace with the Teu- 
tonic countries as well as with the 
entente allies and with Mexico. Mr. 
Wilson has kept us at peace with all 
those countries. By similar skill in 
solving difficult problems in a prac- 
tical way, Mr. Wilson prevented the 
railroad strike. His handling of the 
rairoad situation was, in my t opin- 
ion, 
one of the greatest accom'plish,- 


ments of his administration. 'A rail- 
road strike would have resulted in 
more harm to the civiliian popula- 
tion than would have been the case 
bad their country gone to war. Pos- 
sibly some better methods of settling 
the strike might have been con- 
ceived but judgment on the settle- 
ment of the controversy should be 
suspended, as Mr. Wilson's action 
was but the first step in an incom- 
plete program. 


"Under Mr. Wilson's 
guidance 


there has been enactqd the 
most 


beneficial and favorable legislation 
for the business men, the 
farmer, 


the laborer and tbe child that has 
ever been enacted within the com- 
pass of any administration. 


"Take the federal reserve act for 


example. Had this measure been not 
enacted into law it would have 'been 
simply impossible to indulge in the 
simply 
unprecedented 
commerce 


which we. have" enjoyed. 
Under the 


old conditions our credit would have 
been strained to tbe breaking point 
and the vast volume of business with 
which we have been favored would 
bave been a disaster instead of a 
blessing. It should be'Tjorne in mind 
that. Mr. Wilsons policies made it 
possible for the American manufac- 
turer'' and the American merchant to 
carry on this enormous trade with 
Europe, Asia, South America and 
ihe rest of the world.

There are moments when I have a

mendation of the commission until 
the supreme court tells me to," said 
Donahey.

The effect of the new rural credit 


law, passed by the Democratic Ad- 
ministration, already Is being felt In 
lower Interest rates, although tbe land 
banks have not yet been organized. 
Testimony to this effect Is being given 
-at the hearings held by the Federal 
Farm, Loan Board In various western 
cities. 


At the hearings In Nebraska, numer- 


ous fanners stated that Interest rates 
In the homesteadlng section of that 
State already have been reduced from 
one to two per cent by the prospective 
competition of the thirty to forty-year 
loans that th» land*banks soon will be 
making. 


The average loan that an insurance 


company or other agency would make 
oa a 640-acre Kinkaid claim was f 1,- 
000. 
The commission deducted from 


this left the fanner $850. He paid in- 
terest at from 8 to 10 per cent for five 
?ears on $1,000, making his average 
net Interest rate from 11 to 13 per 
cent. 


This now ig stopped by the coming 


competition of the new rural credit 
law. 
Loan agents are rushing into 


Nebraska to make five-year loans at 
lower rates, to forestall tbe operation 
of the new law. 


The farmers of the West, who-have 


suffered exorbitant interest rates for 
years, are not worrying about the 
banks. Then- testimony before 
the 


Farm Loan Board showed that they 
are enthusiastic over the new law, and 
ready to help put It in successful oper- 
ation. 


The new farm loan act provides 


means by which farmers can form co- 
operative or joint stock associations, 
and borrow from the regional Federal 
Farm Loan Bank on the security of 
their-land. Ten farmers can form one 
of these associations. They can bor- 
row up to 50 per cent, of the Value of 
their land, for a period running up to 
forty years. 
"The loan Is repayable in small an- 
nual instalments, or can be paid in full 
at "any time. The estimated interest 
rate is 5 per cent. The farmer who 
borrows trill share in fee.profits of the 
business, thereby reducing nig Interest 
rate to a still lower figure.

BOMB EXPLODED 


IN THE SUBWAY; 


NO ONE INJURED 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS TELEGRAM) 


New York, Oct. 25.—Explosion of 


a bomb or dynamite at 
the 110th 
street station pf the Lenox avenue 
subway line early today did consid- 
erable 
damage 
to 
that station, 


smashed the ticket agent's booth, 
injured the agent slightly, broke 
electric lamps and windows in the 
Kiosks, tore off a portion of 
the 


sidewalk overhead and broke the 
windows in some of the apartment 
houses nearby. There was no train 
at the station or near it at the m6- 
ment. 
Traffic in the subway was 


suspended for half an hour or more 
as the result of the blast. 


Subway employes at that station 


said they saw no one loitering about 
and did not know how the explo- 
sive was brought into the station. 
The only theory they could suggest 
was that it might have been set off 
because of the street railway strike 
which has been in progress since 
early in September. 
The explosive 


evidently was placed upon one of 
the tracs at the southern end of the 
station platform. The explosion took 
place before ' daylight. 
It tore up 


one of the railway ties, broke away 
a part of the 
concrete platform, 


wrecked the confectionery and news 
stand and threw the ticket chopper 
20 feet from his post. 
The explo- 


sion was heard nearly a mile away. 
Ambulances and physicians, police- 
men and repair crews were sum- 
moned, but there was little to do but 
clear away the broken 
glass 
and 
shattered concrete.

CENTRAL POWERS 


IN NEW ACTION 


(ASSOCIATED PRESS TELEGRAM! 


Berlln,xOct. 24, via London, Oct. 


25.—The Iron Grip of the 
Central 


powers upon Rumania has tightened 
in two important notches, with the 
capture of Medjidie and Rashova in 
Dobruja aiid of Predeal, on the Tran- 
sylvania borders. 
The conquests of 


these important places have 
been 


achieved with-surprising speed. 


Military men as usual to prophesy 


as to other developments of the cam- 
paign against 'Rumania but appear 
confident that all will come in due 
time. 


With the capture of Constanza, the 


Rumanians lost their principal sea- 
port, while the taking of 
Medjidie 


and Rashova now places Tchernavo- 
da in a critical-position, and in mili- 
tary opinion here, threatens Ruman- 
ia more than ever. 


The capture of Predeal comes as 


a climax to the recent forcing of a 
number of important mountain pass- 
es from Transylvania into Rumania, 
so that the Central Powers appear 
to he nearly in a position to swoop 
down upon the Rumanian plains and 
attack the heart of the country. 


Predeal and the passes behind it 


spell the loss of Rumania of its nat- 
ural western fortifications formed by, 
the mountains of Transylvania. Mad- 
jidie and Rashova, if they lead to 
the capture of Tchernavoda, denote 
with Turtukai and Sihhtna, the re- 
moval of the artificial 
barriers to 


access into Rumania across its oth- 
er natural fortification, the Danube 
river.

ain parts of Mississippi is almost as 
ifficult as that of a mountainous re-

ributed formations bear few definite 
denufication marks, particularly re- 
mains and impressions of plants and 
animals that lived at the time the de- 
posits were formed. 
A peculiar 


sandstone, 
which geologists 
have 


called the Catahoula sandstone, has 
been studied with care by G. C. Mat- 
son and E. W. Berry of ths Uflited 
States 
Geological Survey, 
Depart- 


of the Interior, who have been able 
to identify and follow the sandstone 
by means of the remains of 
plants. 


Among the plants found were pines, 
ferns, leaves of date palms, tropical 
myrtles, figs, and a tree closely re- 
lated to the present-day Mexican and 
Central American sapota. from which 
most of the material 
for 
chewing 


gum is obtained. These fossil plants 
show that at the time the sandstone 
was formed—perhaps 
five 
million 


years ago—the climate of this region 
was tropical, and bones of camels 
found by other geologists and the 
similarity of the sand composing the 
sandstone to certain tropical desert 
sands have a similar implication. The 
report describing these fossil remains 
(Professional Paper 98 M) is purely 
technieal.
